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Greens brand plan 
‘directionless mess’ 


ELY’S blueprint for 
growth has been dubbed 
a “directionless mess” 
by the East Cambridge¬ 
shire Green Party 

The group has released its 
own Green Masterplan in a 
bid to bring a more environ- 
mentally-friendly and sus¬ 
tainable approach to the 
city’s future. 

The Ely Masterplan is East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
strategy for expanding the city’s 
housing and retail growth over the 
next 25 years. 

But the Green Party believes 
there are more effective ways of 
expanding Ely without creating a 
“directionless mess of sprawling, 
could-be-anywhere housing which 
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relies too heavily on people using 
their cars”. 

Andrew Allen, East Cambridge¬ 
shire Green Party’s co-ordinator, 
said: “Ely must aim to be a 
compact and sustainable city. We 
need to make it much easier and 
safer to get around without always 
relying on a car and we need to 
start thinking about where the 
energy and food we use will come 
from in the future.” 

The party is urging the district 
council to make the Green Master- 
plan central to discussions over 
the city’s future. 

Mr Allen added: “With the 
council considering Ely’s long¬ 
term future, our plans show how 
to make the city a better place to 


live while responding to the major 
pressures we face.” 

The Ely Masterplan, which has 
been analysing the future of the 
city for the last five months, 
proposes around 5,000 homes to be 
built on sites around Chettisham. 

But the Green Masterplan 
branded these sites “unsustain¬ 
able, relying on the car for all 
journeys”. 

It also suggests the “new 
faceless estates” would fail to 
“propagate the special character of 
Ely”. 

Instead, the Green Party 
believes land between Angel Drove 
and Cambridge Road, currently 
occupied by Ely Golf Course, 
would have “very significant 
benefits” for the city 

The report states: “Developing 
land close to the centre of Ely will 
minimise short-distance car 


journeys for shopping and access 
to the railway station.” 

The party also proposes a mixed 
development across the city, made 
up of social, low-cost and private 
housing with a minimum of 50 per 
cent affordable housing. 

But Councillor Fred Brown, 
leader of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said the Green 
Party was living in “fairyland”. 

He said: “None of these propo¬ 
sals are suitable alternatives. 

“The Green Party is living in 
absolute fairyland. 

“Building near to the centre of 
Ely would not help relieve traffic 
and congestion, which is what we 
are aiming to do. The city would 
simply not be able to support 
that.” 

The Green Party also describes 
the district council’s proposed

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AN INSPIRING teenager, 
who has helped raise 
thousands of pounds for 
Cancer Research while 
recovering from the disease 
himself, has been nominated 
for a prestigious award. 

Callum Brown, 13, of Station 
Road, Haddenham, was diagnosed 
with a malignant brain tumour in 
February and has been through 
gruelling treatment ever since. 

He has undergone three serious 
operations and has dealt with 
aggressive chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy to fight off the cancer. 

But the determined youngster, 
inspired by Soham cancer fund¬ 
raiser Liam Fairhurst, was eager to 
achieve something positive from his 
experiences. 

And he has not been by himself 
in his quest for success, as his two 
best friends, Harvey Feltwell and 
Lewis Bendall-Craft, both 13, have 
been by his side. 

Nominated by friends at their 
school, Witchford Village College, 
all three of them are up for the 
Greenvale AP Young People of the 
Year award (YOPEY). 

In September, Callum and 35 of 
his friends and family donned their 
trainers for the Relay for Life and 
raised more than £7,000. 

His mum, Sally, said: “We were 
warned the day before the surgery 
that Callum might not walk, talk, 
see, breathe or even recognise his 
family and friends when he woke 
up. 

“He made an incredible recovery, 
leaving hospital after only three 
days - he really did astound us. 

“Callum’s friends are outstanding 
young people who should be 
recognised for their own bravery in 
coping with the very real possibility 
of the death of their friend.” 

But the fundraising started much 
earlier than that. 

Harvey, of Northumbria Close, 
Haddenham, raised a staggering 
£1,000 by having his head shaved for 
charity. 

He said: “We were all shocked to 
hear that Callum had cancer 
because you always think that if 
someone has cancer they will die. 

“I shaved my head after he 
started losing his hair because of 
the chemotherapy and I just wanted 
to keep him happy and make him 
laugh.” 

Lewis, of The Rampart, also in 


Haddenham, said: “Callum has 
been so brave and even when he 
was very ill he would help people 
and he never complained about 
anything. 

“I looked after him in school, just 
making sure he had everything and 
helped him catch up with all his 
schoolwork.” 

As nominees for YOPEY, the 
three teenagers are in the running 
for a cash prize of £2,000. 

The contest was founded by a 
former journalist, Tony Gearing, 
who was tired of the bad press 
given to young people. 


Callum, who is now on the road to 
recovery, said: “I am pretty good at 
the moment because the cancer has 
gone. 

“My family and friends have 
played a big part in my recovery 
and I have also been inspired by 
Liam Fairhurst in Soham, who has 
raised so much money for charity 
since he got cancer.”

Prison warning 
for drink-driver 
who killed two 

A DRINK-DRIVING business¬ 
woman has been told she faces an 
“inevitable” prison sentence after 
she drove a luxury car into a 
young couple at 113mph, killing 
them both. 

Mary Butres, 47, was driving 
John Nichols’ Jaguar XJ8 when 
it hit surface water, skidded, and 
hit Mark Crompton, 20, and his 
19-year-old girlfriend Jodie 
Brown, Nottingham Crown 
Court heard. 

Butres and Nichols are 
directors at BM Partnership, a 
food packaging firm on Ely’s 
Lancaster Way Business Park. 

Nichols, 58, was a front-seat 
passenger at the time of the 
crash and both were convicted of 
two counts of causing death by 
dangerous driving on Friday. 

The court heard the pair’s 
young victims Mark Crompton 
and Jodie Brown had been 
phoning for help after their Ford 
Fiesta broke down on the Al’s 
central reservation at Great 
Ponton, Lincolnshire, when the 
crash happened in May last year. 

Butres, of Stamford, Lincoln¬ 
shire, was found to be one-and-a- 
half times the legal alcohol limit. 
Nichols, of Carlby, Leicester¬ 
shire, faced the same charges 
because he had failed to tell 
Butres to slow down. 

Recorder Greg Dickinson QC 
warned them: “A lengthy 
custodial sentence is absolutely 
inevitable.” 

The pair, who had denied any 
wrongdoing, were remanded in 
custody until sentencing. 


Greens’ 
new plan 


Taxi drivers’ 
illegal shortcut 
a ‘serious’ risk 


TAXI drivers cut¬ 
ting through Ely’s 
pedestrianised mar¬ 
ket square could 
cause a serious acci¬ 
dent according to 
the city’s mayor. 

Worried traders, 
councillors and police 
in Ely have blasted 
“lazy” drivers who are 
sneakily cutting across 
the market square in a 
bid to reduce their 
journeys. 

Sheila Friend-Smith, 
mayor of Ely, said: “I 
have seen quite a few 
drivers nip across the 
market square to avoid 
going the full way 
round. 

“It is against the law 
and they need to know 
that it cannot happen. 

“There could quite 
easily be a serious acci¬ 
dent from this issue and 
it needs to be stopped.” 

With clear pedestrian- 
only signs all around 
the square and warn¬ 
ings that £30 fines will 
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be issued for violations, 
the only vehicles perm¬ 
itted are those deliver¬ 
ing goods to traders. 

But businesses surr¬ 
ounding the square 
complain that taxi 
drivers are regularly 
using the market square 
as a shortcut to get onto 
Market Street and the 
High Street from 
Market Place. 

A spokesman for fish 
and chip shop Petrou 
Brothers said: “Taxi 
drivers are aware they 
should not be doing it as 
there are signs every¬ 
where but they do not 
take any notice. 

“We have chairs and 
tables out the front of 
the shop so it really is 
not safe them coming by 
and something does 
need to be done.” 

Motorists who want 
to get from Market 
Place to Market Street 


or the High Street 
should follow the one¬ 
way route down Market 
Place and up via Prick- 
willow Road first. 

Police are warning 
taxi drivers and all 
motorists that they will 
be punished for using 
the route as a shortcut. 

Inspector Alan Savill 
said: “There is work on 
going to tackle those 
who drive across the 
market square. Anyone 
caught committing 
offences could receive a 
£30 fine.” 

A10 Taxis, one of the 
city’s main taxi firms 
said their drivers are 
told not to use the 
Market Square as a 
shortcut. 

Martin Lane, a bus¬ 
iness partner at A10 
Taxis, said: “We take 
restrictions very ser¬ 
iously and all of our 
drivers are aware of 
this.” 

No-one at Fencabs, 
Ely’s other major taxi 
firm, was available to 
comment.

southern bypass, to be 
elevated over the river 
and railway line, as a 
“poor solution” to 
growing gridlock. 

The Green Master- 
plan includes schemes 
to make the city safer 
for pedestrians, to 
enhance the market 
square, to improve 
facilities for cyclists, to 
move the golf course to 
the Cam Drive and 
Lynn Road area and to 
bring in major sports 
and leisure facilities to 
the city. 

The party hopes resi¬ 
dents will support the 
proposals at the district 
council’s public consult¬ 
ation meetings. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, 
chairman of the coun¬ 
cil’s strategic develop¬ 
ment committee, said: 
“The Green Masterplan 
certainly contains some 
good ideas for the future 
of Ely and they will be 
included in all discuss¬ 
ions and consultations. 

“That is our aim - to 
get everyone’s point of 
view and ideas across so 
that the overall plan is a 
positive one. 

“What we do not need 
are rude comments like 
‘directionless mess’ as 
that is not the case.”

Drink-driver killed two 


in 120mph smash 


A COUPLE died when a 
car being driven on the 
wrong side of the road 
crashed into them at 
about 120mph, an inquest 
heard. 

Paul Adams, 40, and Kathryn 
Dunn, 26, were on their way to 
Gatwick Airport for a holiday in 
the Caribbean when their 
Mercedes CLK was hit by a 
Mercedes SLK on the A142 
Fordham bypass at 5am on 
March 11 last year. 

Members of their families 
were distraught at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court as they heard the 
car that ploughed into the 
couple was travelling at almost 
120mph along the 60mph route. 

The SLK driver, 22-year-old 
Ben Edwards, of Northfield 
Road, Soham, was seriously 
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injured and is still recovering. 

He had been drinking and 
used cannabis before the crash 
but will not be prosecuted 
because of his state of health. 

Edwards had refused to give a 
blood sample to police but while 
he was unconscious in hospital 
following the crash, nurses took 
a sample which revealed he had 
been drink-driving and had used 
cannabis. 

Edwards had been drinking 
with friends in Newmarket just 
before the crash. He was 
supposed to stay at a friend’s 
house, taking a taxi there with 
another friend, Lee Fuller, after 
leaving a nightclub at 3.30am. 
Instead Edwards drove himself 


and Mr Fuller home. 

Mr Fuller said: “He put his 
seatbelt on and was driving 
perfectly normally” 

Both vehicles were virtually 
destroyed in the crash, which 
saw Edwards struggle to stay on 
his side of the road while 
rounding a bend. 

He veered on to the couple’s 
side of the road and swerved in 
vain to miss their vehicle, which 
rotated and burst into flames 
from the impact. 

Mr Adams and Miss Dunn, of 
South Wootton, Norfolk, died 
from multiple injuries. 

Coroner William Morris 
recorded verdicts of accidental 
death. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Mr Edwards is in no fit state to 
go through with a trial and both 
the victims’ families are aware 
of this.” 


Meadow appeal 
brings in &4k 

THE future of a wildlife haven near 
Ely looks much brighter thanks to the 
generosity of local residents and 
businesses.

“We need to raise around £18,000 so 
every contribution will make a vital 
difference.”

Putting fears to 
rest: no further 
polyclinic plans 
for the county 

Sir, Following on from last week’s report 
that several GP surgeries across North 
East Cambridgeshire have successfully 
expanded opening hours ahead of 
schedule, I hope that this Government 
initiative will mean many more people 
will find it easier to visit their doctor 
outside the normal nine to five working 
hours. 

I think it is also important to put to rest 
any fears that these improvements in 
local health services will be reversed by 
the introduction of “Polyclinics”. 

This week while talking about the 
proposals for Doddington Hospital with 
Jessica Bawden, director of 
communications at Cambridgeshire 
NHS, I asked her to set out the full facts. 

The response was simple. Polyclinics 
are only planned for London, while 
across the whole of Cambridgeshire the 
one facility similar to a Polyclinic will be 
the GP-led centre planned for St Neots 
(chosen because of the high number of 
patients to GPs in that area). 

This is an additional health service, and 
as Cambridgeshire NHS confirmed, it 
will have no impact on the number of 
GP surgeries in North East 
Cambridgeshire.

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Woman In constant pain 9 
died of natural causes

A WOMAN who suffered 
excruciating pain due to a rare 
illness died of natural causes, 
an inquest heard. 

Kir sty Northrop was found dead by 
her grandmother at home in Stewards 
Lane, Sutton, aged 37. 

At the age of 23 she was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital when work 
colleagues noticed her hands and 
fingers had swollen to more than 
twice their normal size. 

Doctors initially thought she had a 
blood clot but then spent two years 
trying to work out what had caused 
the severe swelling. 

Kirsty was eventually diagnosed 
with advanced Reflex Sympathetic 
Dystrophy (RSD), a chronic neuro¬ 
logical syndrome characterised by 
severe burning pain and tissue 
swelling. 

Three years later, her leg, which 
was already affected by RSD, started 
swelling and this time she had 
developed lymphoedema. The swell¬ 
ing and pain got so bad that Kirsty 
had to have her leg amputated. 

Her husband, Stephen, wept at the 
inquest at Ely Magistrates’ Court, 
where Kirsty’s grandmother, Grace 
Carter, clutched Kirsty’s tablet bottle. 

Dr Martin Goddard, a specialist 
pathologist based at Papworth 
Hospital, carried out the post mortem 
examination.

He told the inquest: “Kirsty was a 
well nourished and well-kept woman 
who had no natural disease. 

“Her liver was unusually large and 
fatty, which we cannot put down to 
alcohol, drugs or diabetes, as none of 
these are connected with her. 

“She also had extremely high levels 
of morphine in her body, levels which 
if I had present, would kill me. 

“But because of the excruciating 


pain she was in, these levels would 
have probably been at a therapeutic 
level for her. 

“These levels are not unusual for 
someone in as much pain as Kirsty 
was, however we cannot exclude these 
high levels from the cause of death.” 

Mrs Carter said: “There is no way 
that Kirsty would have overdosed or 
taken more tablets than she needed. 

“I controlled what she took - I had 
my own tablet box and I still have the 
tablets that she would have taken that 
morning, if she had still been here 
today.” 

Mr Goddard replied: “lam therefore 
confident that this did not lead to her 
death.” 

Coroner William Morris recorded a 
verdict of natural death, which Mr 
Goddard said was common with 
people fighting such illnesses. 

Mr Morris said: “Kirsty suffered 
greatly with her extreme reflex 
condition, she had surgery to remove 
her leg and was fighting a great 
illness. 

“We have gathered that she was not 
abusing her medication and I am 
therefore satisfied to say she died of 
natural causes.”

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Polluting water 
firm fined & 150 k 


1,200 fish killed by one 
spill from sewage works

A WATER company has 
been fined £150,000 for 
allowing raw sewage and 
ammonia to flow into a 
river on four occasions. 

More than 1,200 fish were killed 
during one of the leaks at Soham 
Lode - a watercourse which takes 
the outfall from Newmarket 
sewage treatment works. 

In addition to the fines, 
Anglian Water, which runs the 
sewage works, was also ordered 
to pay £28,973 costs to the 
Environment Agency 

The sentence was imposed by 
Judge John Holt at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

The company had been sent to 
crown court for sentence after 
admitting three charges and 
asking for a fourth to be 
considered. 

The court heard that a man¬ 
ager at the Newmarket works, 
Paul Hunter, tried to cover up an 
incident by falsifying and 
destroying records. He was 
subsequently sacked. 

Angela Morriss, prosecuting 
for the Environment Agency, 
said: “Whilst the company 
disassociates itself from the 
behaviour of this manager, it had 
placed him in a senior position in 
relation to the works and failed to 
act upon concerns arising from 
its performance appraisal 
system.” 


In July 2006, while the 
Environment Agency was 
investigating the release of 
high levels of ammonia in 
January of that year, reports 
came in about dead and 
distressed fish at Soham. 

During the following 48 
hours, 1,200 dead fish were 
removed from the river by 
Agency officers and the public. 

Within a few days it had 
been established that the cause 
of the pollution was New¬ 
market Sewage Treatment 
Works which had allowed large 
amounts of improperly treated 
sewage to discharge into the 
watercourse when a pump 
failed. 

The Crown Court was told 
that one pump in the works 
had been switched off 
inadvertently and the other 
had tripped. 

An alarm had then been 
ignored and settled sewage had 
been discharged for about 
fifteen and a half hours. 

Miss Morriss said: “Anglian 
Water was aware of the failure 
by 11am on July 28 but did not 
report the matter to the 
Environment Agency until 
July 31. 

The further release of excess 
ammonia was on September 4 
of the same year. 

An alarm had been triggered 


two days earlier but a control 
centre technician was told to 
ignore it. 

The fourth offence, taken into 
consideration by the court, 
happened in April this year 
when all incoming sewage was 
discharged straight into the 
Newmarket No 1 Public Drain. 

An alarm which should have 
alerted engineers was switched 
off. 

After the hearing, company 
spokesman Dan Baker said: 
“Anglian Water apologises for 
the pollution incidents which 
occurred at the Newmarket 
sewage treatment works. 

“Protecting and enhancing 
the environment in which it 
operates is a key priority for 
AnglianWater and any event 
which causes damage or pot¬ 
ential damage to the environ¬ 
ment is taken extremely 
seriously.” 

Mr Baker said that lessons 
had been learned from the 
incidents which led to the 
prosecution and steps taken and 
procedures tightened, including 
in relation to responses to 
alarms, in an effort to avoid 
similar situations in the future. 

He said the fine would not be 
passed on to customers and 
would be paid from company 
profits.

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Ducks lounging 
around’ sculpture 
cause concern

ELY’S muscovy ducks are 
back in the spotlight - this 
time for frequenting a 
Quayside sculpture. 

The cleeves statue, located 
outside The Maltings, was 
erected as a reminder of the 
city’s fishermen who used the 
pronged cleeves to catch eels. 

Surrounded by houses, it is 
popular with residents and 
tourists - but also with Ely’s 
ever-growing muscovy popul¬ 
ation. 

Residents have been contacting 
the Weekly News after the 
sculpture’s concrete base 
mysteriously disappeared. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council had concreted large 
pebbles to the bottom of the 
sculpture for support and to 
prevent the ducks from using it 
as a paddling pool. 

But the concrete has been 
chipped away, allowing the 
bottom to fill up with water and 
make the perfect mini-pond for 
the ducks. 

A Quayside resident, who did 
not wish to be named, said: 
“Some duck-loving person has 
obviously gone out there and 
removed the concrete so that the 
muscovies have an extra place to 
drink, wallow and generally 
lounge around at. 

“People are encouraging them 
to not only foul on our doorsteps 
but to also ruin a lovely piece of

artwork which represents the 
history of Ely.” 

The ducks have been drinking 
from the base of the sculpture 
and have started to churn up the 
grass surrounding it. 

Another resident, of Jubilee 
Terrace, said: “I find it shocking 
that someone has gone against 
the council’s goodwill and made 
what was a positive situation 
into a negative one. 

“Just when the muscovies 
seemed to be out of the lime light 
for a while they are back in it 


because some stupid person has 
chipped the concrete away at the 
statue.” 

The ducks have been accused 
of fouling footpaths, snatching 
food from pedestrians, and 
almost causing road accidents by 
crossing roads. 

The district council, after 
receiving 100 complaints last 
year about them, planned to oil 
the muscovy eggs in a bid to 
reduce their numbers. 

But the response proved that 
not all residents were against 
them, as many blasted the 
decision. 

Beth Foster, who lives on 
Quayside, said she did not 
understand the fuss over the 
sculpture. 

She said: “We have been in Ely 
for just over a year and the 
problems surrounding the 
muscovies baffles us. 

“It is lovely having them 
around - yes, they foul the 
footpaths and can be a nuisance 
at times but they are part of the 
city’s wildlife. 

“I do not see that there is a big 
problem with them being around 
the sculpture at all.” 

The district council is now 
looking into the mysterious 
removal of the sculpture’s 
concrete base. 

A spokesman said: “We are 
looking into the maintenance of 
the piece of art to see what 
damage has been done and we 
would stress that nobody should 
be taking issues like these into 
their own hands.”

Campaign to cut use of plastic 
is in the bag, says green group 


ELY residents waved 
goodbye to plastic bags 
when a new campaign hit 
the city’s streets. 

The A Bag for all Reasons 
initiative was launched on 
Friday, when thousands of 
cloth, reusable bags were 
handed out to residents 
and shoppers in the 
Market Square. 
Spearheaded by the City 
of Ely Perspective’s Make 
Ely Greener group, it is 
hoped people will ditch 
plastic carrier bags and 
opt for more eco-friendly 
versions. 

The group has been 
working on the project 
since January, which has 
been supported by 
supermarket giants 
Waitrose and Tesco. 


Both supermarkets offered 
customers free bags for 
life, and more than 50 
traders across the city 
swapped their plastic bags 
for eco-friendly versions. 

It is hoped traders will take 
on the scheme 
permanently in a bid to 
reduce the city’s carbon 
footprint. 

Philip Eden, chairman of 
the group, said: “I cannot 
believe how well this 
campaign has been 
received. 

“Traders and shoppers 
have been really accepting 
and seem like they want to 
make the change. 

“The whole issue of 
swapping plastic bags for 
cloth bags is a culture 
thing, once you get used 


to carrying a cloth bag 
around, it becomes the 
norm.” 

Both the Mayor of Ely, Cllr 
Julie Friend-Smith, and 
Town Crier Avril Hayter- 
Smith, helped to hand out 
the bags, with staff from 
Waitrose. 

Cllr Friend-Smith said: 
"This is such an important 
scheme and I think it is 
really getting across to 
people now. 

“Let’s just hope people will 
think twice before they 
pick up a plastic bag next 
time.” 

Facts about the damage 
plastic bags can do are 
printed on the back of the 
bags in a bid to hammer 
home the message.

Audi’s A3 TDIe rather a clever move 


AS IF you needed remind¬ 
ing, times are tight. 

Well it’s not all bad news. For one 
thing, prudence doesn’t necessarily 
equal misery, and this has been 
proven by the fact that dozens of 
manufacturers have wheeled out 
high economy models of various 
shapes and sizes, just in time to 
save us from the prospect of having 
to sell the family silver to run it. 

Better yet, even the good folks at 
Audi have got in on the act. That’s 
not to say their cars are planet- 
killers of course: with such a wide 
range of diesels and efficient petrol 
offerings they won’t cost the earth, 
but to further the cause comes the 
A3 1.9 TDIe. That lower case letter 
at the end is the smallest of nods to 
the changes inside and out, and 
apart from the fuel savings it’s 
almost the only thing to 
distinguish it from its siblings. 

The TDIe comes in three or five- 
door form with the 103bhp 1.9-litre 
diesel unit, except in this 
installation it benefits from a few 



clever tweaks. The engine’s 
internals have been altered to 
reduce friction, thereby improving 
efficiency. The ratios in the five- 
speed manual gearbox have been 
revised too, while the outside gets 
low rolling resistance tyres and 
slicker aerodynamics, all the better 
to smooth its progress. These may 
be small detail changes, but they all 
add up. 

62.7mpg is the headline figure, 
and if that’s not impressive enough 
then the C02 emissions of 119g/km 
should do the trick. That means 
that this compact premium car will 
cost you just £35 a year in road tax, 
so you have twice as many reasons 
to feel smug. And don’t think that

this comes at the price of the 
driving experience either; the TDIe 
is no less relaxing to drive than any 
other A3 and the diesel unit has the 
torque and the flexibility you 
would expect. Stretch it and the A3 
will sprint to 62mph in a 
respectable 11.4 seconds and on to 
120mph, so there’s no need to work 
hard to stay in the swim, but that 
would be missing the point a little. 

Instead, tread the pedals 
carefully and make the most of 
what this car was designed to do. A 
gearshift indicator in the 
instrument panel tells you when 
it’s best to change up for maximum 
economy, and once you get into the 
sprit of eco-driving, it’s hard not to 
feel pleased with yourself for being 
so thrifty 

Even though the shape is almost 
a common sight, the A3 is still a 
handsome machine. With alloy 
wheels as standard and a recent 
range-wide refresh to smarten up 
the exterior still further, 
desirability comes as standard. 


The cabin is equally wonderful. 
Well designed, attractive, easy to 
use and clearly built to last. It’s still 
an area where Audi is head and 
shoulders above the competition, 
and a crucial one given this is 
where you spend most of the time. 
The standard equipment isn’t bad 
either, but if you want it’s easy to 
go mad with the options and turn a 
premium hatchback into a prestige 
one. And given the savings you’ll 
make on fuel, plus the fact that the 
TDIe is no more expensive than the 
regular 1.9 TDI, why not? 

Basically 

The A3 is a thoroughly capable 
hatchback in all the boring ways: 
decent interior space, easy to drive, 
see out of and respectable economy. 

At the same time it gives that 
premium feel and the sense of well¬ 
being that goes with it, as well as 
being a hoot to drive in the right 
conditions. It may not be the 
cheapest, but there’s no doubt it 
offers a lot for the money

Stay safe during winter driving cnnditions 


THE onset of winter can be 
bad news for motorists. 
Little light, bad weather 
and worse roads conspire 
to make driving tiring, un¬ 
pleasant and sometimes 
dangerous. 

Every journey is an 
opportunity to prevent the 
worst from happe-ning, 
and there is a great deal of 
preventa-tive action that 
you can take before setting 
off: 

■ Make sure that the car 
has enough fuel 

■ Let someone know your 
intended movements 

■ Listen to traffic news and 
weather forecasts, and 
wear warm clothes 

Naturally, the need for 
seasonal prepar-ation also 
extends to the various 
systems that run the car, 
so make sure that the 
antifreeze in the car is 
fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ 


anti-freeze can cause hose, 
water pump or other major 
units to fail leading to 
overheating. Anti-freeze 
should be changed every 
two years due to the 
deterioration of the 
corrosion inhibitors. 

Other things to do 
include: 

■ Make sure battery is in 
good condition 

■ On cold mornings use a 
de-icer or scraper on 
windows - NEVER hot 
water 

■ Check that the screen 
wash is not clogged, that 
the level is topped up and 
that an additive is used to 
stop it freezing 

■ Check windscreen 
wipers for wear 

■ Make sure that all 
heaters and ventilation 
systems are working 

■ Give all external lights 
and mirrors a thorough 


clean 

■ Headlamps should be 
correctly aligned 

■ Tyre tread depth should 
be at least 1.6mm across 
the central three-quarters 
of the breadth of the tread 
and around the entire 
circumference, and there 
should be no cuts or 
cracks 

■ Spray damp inhibitor into 
the door locks to prevent 
seizing up 

Once the car is ready for 
winter, you should make 
sure it is carrying emer¬ 
gency equipment in case 
the worst happens. 

Useful supplies could 
include: 

■ Torch, spare batteries 
and bulbs 

■ Screen scraper/de-icer 

■ Jump leads 

■ Warning triangle 

■ First-aid kit 

■ ‘Hands-free’ mobile 


phone/phone card/cash 

■ Blankets and warm 
jacket/robust shoes (in 
case of breakdown) 

■ Shovel for snow 

■ Fire extinguisher 

■ Tow rope 

■ Road atlas, maps etc 
Fog is still one of the 

most potent impediments 
to safe driving. Other 
culprits include rain, ice, 
sleet, and snow. All of 
these elements can lead to 
dangerous driving 
conditions so beware. 

In the winter, speed can 
be your enemy, so winter 
driving means steady 
driving. Stopping distances 
double in the rain, and 
when roads are icy they 
can increase ten times. 
You should always keep 
well back from the vehicle 
in front, but in the winter 
you should be even further 
back.

He added a note 
of caution for 
those thinking of 
moving to diesel. 

“There are 
certainly benefits 
to driving a diesel, 
with greater fuel 
efficiency and 
lower vehicle 
excise duty - or

aware that these 
models tend to 
cost more to 
purchase than 
their petrol 
counterparts, and 
it can take years 
to recoup this 
investment 
through reduced 
running costs. It 
is advisable to 
calculate 
estimated annual 
fuel costs and 
depreciation, for 
example, before 
committing to a 
diesel-powered 
car.”

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Clever ideas pepper iQ 


IN spite of its small 
dimensions, iQ is the 
fruit of some very big 
ideas in how to design 
and engineer small cars. 

Success in creating a vehicle 
that is less than three metres 
long, yet has space for four 
seats on board was made 
possible thanks to a series of 
six interlinked technical and 
packaging innovations, 
pioneering work that rewrites 
the rulebook on car design.

THE position of the gearbox 
differential dictates the 
position of a car’s driven 
wheels and is traditionally a 
limiting factor on how space 
under the bonnet can be used. 

Toyota’s brainwave was the 
simple but highly effective idea 
of moving the differential in 
front of the engine, a concept 
that opens up new and radical 
opportunities for iQ’s small- 
but-spacious design.

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Winter BST 
will boost 
safety’ plea 


A STUDY by Cam¬ 
bridge University’s 
Centre for Technology 
Management has 
concluded that putting 
the clocks back an 
hour on Sunday will 
result in hundreds of 
avoidable road crashes 
this winter. 

The study shows that 
there are more accidents in 
the afternoon rush hour 
because motorists’ 

concentration levels are 
reduced following a day’s 
work. From this week 
workers can expect to be 
driving home at dusk - 
traditionally the time when 
most accidents occur. The 
research concludes that if 
Britain joined Central 
European Time - advancing 
the time by one hour 
throughout the year - 100 
lives would be saved, along 
with 450 serious injuries. 

The report’s conclusions 
are echoed by the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents (RoSPA), which 
points to the three-year 
period from 1968 to 1971 
when the clocks were set to 
British Summer Time 
(Greenwich Mean Time plus 
one hour) all year round. 
There were significantly 
fewer deaths and serious 
injuries on UK roads during 
this time. 

RoSPA wants the 
Government to agree to a 
three-year trial to prove the 
road safety arguments and 
enable people to experience 
extra time for outdoor 
leisure activities, reduced 
fuel use and the business 
benefits of being in line 
with Europe. 

Tom Mullarkey, RoSPA 
chief executive, 

said: “Every day throughout 
the winter period, a person 
will die unnecessarily 
because the Government 
will not hear this argument. 

“If you add up the deaths 
and serious injuries since 
the experiment proved the 
case in 1971, more than 5,000 
people have died and nearly 
30,000 have been seriously 
injured because of this 
unwillingness to apply 
objective thinking. We need 
to recognise that our

Victorian forebears set up 
an imperfect system and 
that it is vital to arrange 
our daylight usage in a way 
that suits the way we live in 
the modern world. 

“Where is the political 
courage to put this tragic 
and terrible injustice right? 
Why will nobody in power 
do anything about the 
untimely and violent deaths 
and injuries of so many 
people and the unremitting 
pain this inflicts on their 
families?” 

Every autumn after the 
clocks have gone back, there 
is an increase in road 
casualty rates. Pedestrians 
are particularly vulnerable 
and they are at greater risk 
during dark evenings, when 
people spend more time out 
and about. An extra hour of 
daylight in the evening 
could prevent many of these 
deaths and serious injuries. 

This week, many people 
will be travelling home in 
the dark for the first time in 
six months. RoSPA’s advice 
is: 

■ Adapt your driving: watch 
your speed and leave plenty 
of room from the car in 
front 

■ Keep an even greater 
look-out for pedestrians and 
two-wheelers 

■ Relax - don’t battle the 
traffic 

■ Allow extra time for your 
journey home 

■ Pedestrians and cyclists 
should ensure they can be 
easily seen by drivers. 

Under the RoSPA plan for 
Single/Double 
Summertime, rather than 
reverting to GMT in 
October, the clocks 
would stay one hour 
ahead until March 
when they would be 
put forward another 
hour. After these
